The ten years between 1930 and 
1940 which have just ended, will pro- 
bably be looked uvon by the historian 
of the future as the period when the 
mind of mankind became possessed of 
the most peculiar delusians and mad- 
ness:

bathtubs and houses and more of ev- 
erything else merely by printing more 
money: That by some magic the hung- 
ry people of the world would be better 
fed if foodstuffs were burned or de- 
stroyed or ploughed under, 

The period when people thought thev 
could live within themselves, or could 
sell their own goods and products to 
other nations without finding it nec- 
essary to import anything in return. 

The period when the quiet student 
and thinker was laughed to scorn when 
he ventured to suggest that if people 
were deprived of food by those who 
had it in abundance, then it would 
end in unemployment, revolt and war. 

Happily, these ten years are over 
and clearer thinking now is beginning 
to prevail, as is shown by the state- 
ment made by Prime Minister Chamb- 
erlain when he told us recently “There 
can be no lasting peace unless there 
is full and lasting trade between all

RED CROSS OPENS RESIDENTIAL 
CLUB FOR CANADIANS ON 
LEAVE IN ENGLAND 


The Canadian Red Cross Society's 
first residential club for the accommo- 
dation of Canadian soldiers on leave 
in London, England, will be opened 
within the next few days, it was an- 
nounced recently, It will provide over- 
night accommodation, day service and 
meals at “very moderate” rates 

Acting on a report from its London 
Advisory Committee, the Society re- 
cently authorized immediate establish- 
ment of such clubs to care for the 
Canadians. 

During the last war, the Society’s 
Maple Leaf Clubs provided 500,000 
night’s lodging and over one million 
meals to Canadians on leave in Lon- 
don, and this added to the comfort as 
well as the health of the men of the 
Canadian army. 

A report from London states that 
a similar club provided during the 
present war by the Victoria League 
in London, is already over-crowded 
and apvlicants are being turned away. 

The buildings and equipment to be 
provided by the Canadian Red Cross 
will be operated by the Canadian Wo- 
men’s Club in London, the Red Cross 
underwriting the net cost of the op- 
eration.

The Price Of Ships 


Has Increased Since War Started 
Making Carrying Charge Heavier 
Shipping brokers are making hay 

while the war booms, states W. L. 

Clark, in the Windsor Star. With 

the sinking of so many vessels, the 

prices of ships have gone skyward. 

One boat was sold in December, 
1938, for $45,000. A couple of weeks 
after the war was declared, the same 
craft sold for $165,000. 

A vessel sold for $30,000 in 1932. 
She was getting old then, but after 
the war started the ship was sold for 
$175,000. 

Another boat was offered for sale 
at $450,000 a few months before the 
war began. There were no takers at 
that price. But, after the war was 
under way the boat was snapped up 
for $725,000. 

Those are just a few examples of 
what has happened to shipping prices. 
There are cargoes to be had and the 
trade of taking goods to Great Bri- 
tain is a good one, although it is 
dangerous enough. 

And high prices for vessels mean 
that high prices for carrying must 
follow.

| THE HEALTH INSURANCE 
PROBLEM 

It appears that the first lesson to 
j be learned from the development of 
| health insurance in Europe is that a 
long period of development must be 
| expected 

This is one of the points brought 
jout by Dr. J. A. Hannah, Director of 
| Associated Medical Services Inc., a 
Toronto project that is meeting with 
}much success. Dr. Hannah has na- 
|turally made an extensive study of 


| the problem of health insurance and 


| 


&/he contributes a thought-provoking 


|article to the 
| “Health”. 

; “The next lesson to learn from a 
| study of these plans in Europe,” he 
| says, “is to be found in the fact that 
‘every plan, with the exception of 
| that developed in Denmark, started 
because of the demand by public 
opinion and was considered and 
brought about by a group of laymen 
|as a matter of political expediency. 
| Under such circumstances, the first 
| consideration usually is the question 
|of how much can we afford to pay 
|for such services. 

| “While this is an exceedingly im- 
| portant question, it is not by any 
means the primary question. In 
|medical services the primary con- 
sideration must always be quality. 
Having arrived at this conclusion, 
we can give consideration to the 
problem of what such service will 
actually cost, because we should not 
be deceived in this or any other pro- 
ject. A certain type of service or 
commodity will cost so much money 
and no endeavor on the part of any- 


winter number of 


one, whether Government or other, 
can provide such service for less 
money than it actually costs. Fur- 


ther, we should not be deceived by 
| thinking that it costs anything less 
because we pay for it through our 
taxes. We have found, through bit- 
ter experience, that paying for things 
|through taxation very frequently 
makes them very much more expen- 
| sive.” 
Dr. Hannah holds, however, that 
| the old system is outmoded, adding: 
“If we bear in mind that 85° of 
| the population of Ontario have in- 
comes of less than $1,449.00 per year 
and 94% have less than $2,949.00 we 
| begin to appreciate some of the fac- 
tors which make it necessary to give 
consideration to some form, of 
| budgeting against the future cost of 
| medical care. 
| ‘We also begin to understand why 
{it is that the doctor's account is 
|left as the last bill to be paid. It is 
jour firm conviction that if these 
| people are permitted to pay for their 
medical services, as they go along, 
on a budget plan, the majority of 
them are anxious to carry their own 
| Share of the responsibility.

Ottawa, — In a lightning move, 
shattering all precedents, Prime 
Minister King had parliament dis- 
solved within four hours after its 
sixth session had been formally 
opened. 

Decision of the government to 
“make an immediate appeal to the 
country” was announced in the 
Speech from the Throne read by Lord 
Tweedsmuir,  governor-general of 
Canada, to members of both houses 
assembled in the senate chamber. 

At a hastily-called cabinet meet- 
ing after a storm of protest had 
been heard from Hon. R. J. Manion, 
Conservative leader, and J. S. Woods- 
worth, Co-operative Commonwealth 
leader, the decision for immediate 
dissolution was reached. 

Then the prime minister announced 
that he and his colleagues would 


meet at once to consider procedure. | 


It took them only 10 minutes to 
make up their minds. The prime 
minister personally carried the dis- 
solution order to Government house 
where Lord Tweedsmuir signed it. 

Apparently the secret was so well 
kept that no one outside of the cabi- 
net knew what was coming. Con- 
trary to usual custom no advance 
copies of the throne speech were 
given to the press or to opposition 
leaders. ; 

Six new members were introduced

Britain Learns One Of Germany’s 
Air Secrets 


London.—British aviation experts 
said that they learned one of Ger- 
many’s most valuable air secrets as 
a result of repeated raids by German 
aircraft on the Scottish coast.

‘New Planes Are Being Added To 
Canada’s Fighting Force 

New planes for Canada’s sky raid- 
ers are coming into the Dominion 
from the United States almost daily 
as the Royal Canadian Air Force 
adds powerful fighting aircraft to its 
squadrons, 

Largest and most potent p’ane to 
be hauled across the international 
border at a prairie point in formal 
compliance with the United States 
Neutrality Act is the Douglas bom)b- 
er, built in California. 

R.C.A.F. pilots take possession at 
the border and ferry them east for 
reconnaissance duties on the Atlantic 
coast. There are at least three of 
them in Canada now. One made the 
Winnipeg-Ottawa flight in six hours. 

Nothing like this new twin-motor 
bomber has been in Canada before, 
It is a mammoth military aircraft, 
grim in its grey-brown camouflage, 
and dwarfs the Lockheed Hudson, 
formerly the largest, in size and 
bombing strength. 

Even the Bristol - Bolingbroke 
bomber, made in Montreal and fot 
weeks the pride of the air force, takes 
second place to this plane. When 
the Digby bombers stopped at Up- 
lands airport at Ottawa to clear the 
customs it took 15 aircraftsmen to 
roli them in and out of the hangars

Water Diversion Plan 


Irrigation And Power Development 
Scheme For Saskatchewan 

A tremendous water and power de- 
| velopment scheme whereby the 
waters of three western rivers could 
be utilized to irrigate roughly 900,- 
000 acres of Saskatchewan farm 
land, most of which is situated im- 
mediately west and south of Saska- 
toon, and transform the South Sas- 
katchewan river into a stream suit- 
able for power development, was de- 
scribed by Z. Russell, chief engineer 
of the water development branch of 
the P.F.R.A. 

Mr. Russell addressed a meeting 
attended by members of the profes- 
sional Engineers’ Association and 
the Engineering Institute of Canada. 


Mr. Russell hastened to add that 
although the actual engineering for 
such a scheme appeared feasible, 
there was not yet sufficient informa- 
lion respecting its economic feasi 
bility and the manner in which it 
would fit in with other water de- 
ve'opment in Alberta, to  recom- 
mend it be started. 

Total irrigable acreage which 
could be served by the scheme was 
roughly 1,400,000, about 500,000 
acres of which were located in Al- 
berta Recent investigation of the 
water development possibilities in 
northern Alberta had disclosed the
